The Human Figure. 

The proportions of tho human figure 
are strictly mathematical. The whole 
figure is six times the length of the foot — 
Whether the form bo slender or plmnp, 
the rule holds good, and deviation from it 
is a departure from the highest beauty in 
proportion. Tho Greeks make ail their 
statues according to this rule. The face 
from the highest point of the forehead, 
where the hair begins, to the chin, one- 
tenth of the whole statue. Tito hand from 
the wrist to the middle finger is tho same. 
From the top of the chest to the highest 
point in the forehead is a seventh. If the 
length of tho face from the roots of the hair 
to the chin he divided into three equal 
parts, the first division determined the 
placo where the eyebrows meet, and the 
second the place of the nostrils. The 
height from the feet to the top of the head 
is the same as the distanco from the ex- 
tremity of the fingers when the arms are 
extended. 



Ill Breeding. 

There is no greater breach of good man- 
ners, or rather, no better evidence of ill- 
breeding than that of interrupting another 
in conversation while speak rt^, or com- 
mencing a remark before another has fully 
closed. Nowell-bred person ever does it, 
or continues a conversation long with one 
that djes. The latter will find en interest- 
ing conversation often waived, closed o>- de- 
clined by the former, u i l limit even suspect- 
ing the cause. It is a criterion which nev- 
er fails to show the true breeding of tha 
individual. A well bred person will not 
interrupt one who is iu all respects greatly 
his inferior. -Il you wish to judge the good 
breeding df a persofi with whom you aro 
but sightly acquainted, maik such person 
stiictly in this respect, and you will assur- 
edly uot be deceived. However intelligent- 
fluent, easy or eveu graceful a person may 
appear for a short time, you will find him 
or her soon prove uninteresting, insipid and 
coarse. Solomon says: he that answeretii 
a matter before lie hearcth t(, it is folly and 
shame unto him. Dr. Franklin was very 
impatient of interruption in conversation. 
He often mentioned the custom of the In- 
dians, who always remain silent some lime 
before they give an answer to a question 
which tliey have heard attentively. One 
who rudely interrupts another, in conver- 
sation, does much the same thing as though 
he should, when walking with another, im- 
pertinently thrust himself before his com- 
panion, and stop his. progress. Great tal- 
kers always think themselves very inter- 
esting, but they ate most sure to be inter- 
rupting and otherwise disagreeable.

And after 
having witnessed the rising of the South- 
ern cortstcllation, as it loomed up biightly 
on the horizon of war, pursuing to ita 
splendid zenith the fiery paths of Mars, 
now behold unmoved its declining splen- 
dors going down in the glooni of eternal 
night. Atul he, its illustrious chief, 
whoso lofty plume was ever ils rallying 
point in battle, and round whom its afi 
fections warmly clustered, now commend- 
ing it for its past devotion, bade it adieu 
forever. Few were the eyes that grew not 
moistened at witnessing that departure. — 
It was the agony of a great cause finding 
expression in the sublime soul of its great 
defender. And though that cause be dead, 
vet will its memory continue !o live, and 
ever honored will be those names that sac- 
rificed at its altars. And on the scroll of 
fame no name among the list of worthies 
shall shine in a purer, serener, or mora 
resplendent light than that of Robert Ed- 
mund Lee. His name will be jiliccd by 
the side of those of the great captains of 
history of Marlborough and Saxe, of Tilly 
and Eugene; and as long as the fame of 
the Southern struggle shall linger in tra- 
ditional song, will his memory be cherish- 
ed by tiie Southern races; while his char- 
acter will stand up in the twilight of his- 
tory like some grand old cathedral, liftiug 
itself iu imperishable beauty above the ob- 
jects of earth, majcslic in its vast propor- 
tions, awful in its solemn stateliness; sub- 
lime in its severe simplicity!

States. The attempt to place the whole 
population under tho domination of per- 
sons of color in the South has impaired, if 
not destroyed, the kindly relations that 
had previously existed between them, and 
mutual distrust has rendered feelings of 
animosity, which, leading in some instan- 
ces to collision and bloodshed, has prevent- 
ed that co-operation between the two races 
ro essential to the success of the industrial 
enterprise in the Southern States. Xor 
have the inhabitants of these States alone 
suffered from the disturbed coudiliou of 
atfnirs growing ont of Congressional en- 
a tinents, tor the entire Union has been 
agitated by grave apprehensions of tronhle 
which might again involve the peace of 
the nation. Its interests have been injur- 
iously affected by the derangement of bus- 
iness and labor and the consequent want 
of propriety throughout that portion of the 
Federal Constitution, and the Magna 
Chart* of American lights, under whose 
wise and salutary provisions we have suc- 
cessfully conducted all our domestic and 
fdreign affairs ourselves in peace and in 
war, ahd became a great nation among the 
powers ol the cat th, and must assuredly 
now be adequate to the settlement ol the 



questions growing ont of civil war waged 
ior its vindication. This great fact is 



made most manifest by the condition of 
the country. When Congress assembled 
in the month of December, 1865, civil 
siri e had closed; tho spirit of rebellion 
had spent its entire force in the Southern 
States; the people had warmed into natur- 



ida was ceded to us by Spain for five mi 
ions.- California was acquired from Mex- 
ico for fifteen millions, anti the territory of j 
New Mexico was obtained from Texas for 
the sum of ten millions. 

Early in 1861 the war of the rebellion 
commenced, and from the 1st of .Inly of 
that year to the 30th af June, 1865, the 
tile public expenditures reached the enor- 
mous aggregate of tliirly-tbree hundred 
millions. Three years of peace have inter- 
vened, and during that time ths disburse- 
ments of the Government have successive- 
ly been five hundred and twenty millions, 
three hundred and forty-six millions and 
three hundred and seventy-three millions. 
Adding to these amounts three hundred 
and seventy-two millions, estimated as 
necessary for the fiscal year ending the j 
30th of June, 1869, we obtain a total ex- 1 
pend it me of sixteen hundred millions of' 
dollars during the four yoats immediately 
succeeding the war, or nearly as much as 
was expended during the seventy-two 
years that preceded the rebellion and cm 
braced the extraordinary expenditures al- 
ready named. These facts clearly illus- 
trate the necessity of retrenchment in all 
branches of the public service. Abuses 
which were tolerated during the war for the 
preservation of the nation will not be en- 
dured by tho people now that profound 
peace prevails. 

After a full review of our fore'gn rela- 
tions which are generally represented as 
satisfactory, the President concludes a- 
follows: 

In Congress are vasted all the powers, 
and upon them devolt’ds the responsibility, 
as well far framing unwise and excessive 
laws as for neglecting to devise and adopt 
measures absolutely demanded by the 
wnuts of tho country. Let us earnestly 
hope that, before the expiration of our re-

That the Lower 
Branch of CongAjs should 1 e guilty of 
such conduct, nobody wonders at, but eve- 
rybody is nmavied that the American Sen- 
ate, which once was the center and focus 
of the finest talent in the nation and the 
sviionym of cbivnlrie bearing and high 
breeding, should offer sttcli an indignity 
to the President of the United States — 
the head of one of the co-ordinate branches 
of tlm government. 

The insult wa6 mean, cowardly and 
contemptible, and the blackguards w ho 
instigated it have covered themselves with 
scorn even in the eves of their own friends. 
The filth they fling at Andrew Johnson 
reaches him not, but leaves on them a 
stench that offends the nostrils of every 
man who lias any respect for his American 
manhood. 

Because the Executive differs with Con- 
gress in. li is views, they have no fvarrant 
to cover him with abuse. O'.her Presi- 
dents have differed from Congress on na- 
tional affiiirs and their views, though ever 
so erroneous, have met with such respect- 
ful consideration as one arm of the govern- 
ment owes the other. Yet we have never 
had; in our political existence, such a Con- 
gress as we now have and it is folly to 
look for decent speech to come out of such 
slanderous months.

There is one insii^crat^e obstacle in the 
way of female suffrage, Jennie. I ap- 
proach the subject with fear and trembling, 
frut 1 most out. A woman should never 
vote because she would have to tell liet 
age at the polls. And even if she did dare 
’to vote once or twice when she was just of 
age, you knew what dire results would 
flow from “putting this and that together” 
in after times. For instance, in an un- 
guarded moment, Miss A. says sne voted 
for Mr. Smith. Her auditor, who knows 
that it is seven years sinco Smith ran for 
anything easily ciphers out that she is at 
feast seven years over age, instead of the 
young pullet she has been making herself 
out to be. No, Jeunie, this new fashion 
of registering the name, ago, residence and 
oceifpn'tron of every voter; is a fatal bar to 
female suffrage. 

Women will never be pet milted to vote 
or hold office, Jennie, and it is a lnckv 
thing for me and many other men that 
such is the decree of fate; because, you see, 
tNierc are some few measures they would 
all unite on — there are soma two or three 
measures that would bring out their entire 
voting strength, in spite oftheir antipathy 
to making themselves conspicuous, and 
there being vastly more women than men 
in this State; they would trot those meas- 
ures through the Legislature with a veloci- 
ty that would be appaling.
